4. It is our intention to continue tha dialogue with the Sovlata on 
Barlin. 

5. There haa been no settlement on the question of incidents at the 
Berlin Vail, although tha situation there «ss quieter. 

It was agreed that tha Canadians would have another talk with Mr. Xbhiur 
on Berlin within the next days. 
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
